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Medicare National Monday

British Columbia enters the 
national medicare scheme 
Monday, with an estimated 92 
per cent of the population 
covered, and no estimates yet 
made public of the coat of 
providing what for most 
people will be a broader range 
of prepaid medical care. 

* * * 

Premier Bennett told a 
press conference Friday he 
would maka no estimate o t 


what federal contributions will 
amount to. nor would he guess 
what the overall cost of the 
medicare program in B.C. will 
be over the next year. 

“We’re not going to he like 
the foolish Coalition govern¬ 
ment which gave out figures 
for B.C. Hospital Insurance 
Service when it started," the 
premier said. "What followed 
was six months of chaos 
because they gave out their 
figures too aoon. 

“We’U give out the figures 
aa aoon as we have aome 


experience to go by. but we're 
not going to guess." 

When Social Credit became 
the government in 1952 it 
quickly replaced the premium 
system eg financing hospital 
Insurance with the present 
method of using funds raised 
by the social services tax.

National medicare in this 
province will be operated 
under a system of government 
- subsidized premiums. They 
have been set for all licenced 
carrien under the plan at 25 


a month for a single person, 
210 for a couple and 212.5® for 
a family. 

Special subsidies for law 
Income groups bring pre¬ 
miums down to as little as SO 
cents a month for one person, 
SI for a couple and 21.50 for a 
family. 

Mr. Bennett also repeated 
his claim that B.C. alone had 
saved the national medicare 
scheme from destruction.

Flood Interest firings 

$476,000 from U.S. 


The United States has agreed to pay the sum of 2476,000 
In interest on late payment of interest ca flood control bene¬ 
fits resulting from the completion of Duncan Dam and 
"other items" under the Columbia River Treaty. 

This was announced Friday by Premier Bennett who said 
agreement had already been reached between Ottawa and 
Washington on the amount due but the cheque won't arrive 
until the U.S. Congress has approved payment. 

Flood control benefits under the treaty meant the U.S. 
owed B.C. nearly 212.000,000 when the Duncan dam was com¬ 
pleted at the end of July. 1967. Mr. Bennett asked for 6.5 per 
cent interest, and though he refused to disclose further de¬ 
tails at this time, he showed reporters a reference to th'ut 
Interest rate in terms of toe agreement negotiated by Ottawa. 

The principal of 211,100,000 (U.S.)—211.900,000 Canadian 
—waa repaid last Nov. 23. At that time, the premier said 
he was asking for 2244.299.99 in interest at 6.5 per cent. 

Mr. Bennett said Friday he would not disclose what other 
Items made up the total of 6476.000 until the cheque is re¬ 
ceived. There was no indication how soon this might be.

All dealers and stores had 
been warned to slop sales of the 
salts. 

Pharmacists and drug whole¬ 
salers could give no assurance 
Friday that the salts have not 
been sold in Victoria.

I2S UNACCOUNTED FOB 
In Montreal, a spokesman for 
Dr, A. W. Chase Medicine Co 
Ltd. said that of the 2.871 
containers recalled, only 1231 
remain unaccounted for. 

One hundred of the missing I 
bottles were in the Toronto- \ 
Ottawa area. 14 in the Mari¬ 
time* and nine in Vancouver. 

The spokesman said moat of 
the missing bottles probably are 
still in drug stores. Perhaps a 
dozen were sold before the 
recall order went out. 

The product in question b 
commonly re fe rred to as fruit 
salts and is used to settle upset 
stomachs.

Senate Reform

OTTAWA (CP)—H. J. Robichaud, federal minis¬ 
ter of fisheries, has been appointed to the Senate, 
Prime Minister Tnideau announced Friday. 

He will continue as fisheries minister until the 
prime minister announces new cabinet appointments, 


expected next week. 

In making toe appointment of 
toe 56-year-old New Brunswick 
native to the upper house. 
Tnideau announced that "plana 
for reform" of the Senate are 
under "aetiva study" by his 
government. 

He said toe changes could be 
made in eo-operatian with the 
province*. But if there was 
undue delay the federal govern¬ 
ment would act on its own.

Pending changes in the Sen¬ 
ate, it was necessary to proceed 
with appointments that would 
"maintain the continuing opera¬ 
tion of the Senate in its present 
role and form." the statement 
issued by toe prime minister's 
office said. 

The prime minister was "indl- 
oating to all persona whose ap¬ 
pointment would be on his rec¬ 
ommendation that changes were 
in contemplation." 

"He was counting on their co¬ 
operation to the degree that U 
might be necessary in imple¬ 
menting changes at the ap¬ 
propriate time."

Friday I told you some of my 
experiences with a reluctant Wisteria, 
and in passing I might mention that the 
name of this plant should really be 
speUed Wistaria, for it was named in 
honor of Professor Caspar Wfafar of the 
University of Pennsylania back in foe 
early days of the ninleenth century. 

Wisteria is not at aU difficult to grow 
once it gets going — it is a notoriously 
slow starter — and with lots of mellow 
old manure or mushroom compost plus 
a bit of coarse send mixed into its 
planting site, it should romp away and 
make rampant growth. 

Getting the thing to bloom, though, is 
a pup from a different Utter. I have 
known vines which covered the whole 
side of a house wall without ever 
producing a single blossom, and the 
cause is almost always a lack of proper 
priming. 


If you examine your Wisteria 
at this season of the year, you will see 
that from foe main branches there wnU 
be a number of aide shoots which have 
grown out this year. These are your 
potential floorer carriers.

Don't prune away foes* tips at all until 
your vine has covere d its altoted wall 
space. 

This midsummer pruning is only 
part of the job — an toterraediate 
stage. Early next March It will ba 
necessary to get in there again, 
shortening still further the side shoots 
you pruned this summer, cutting them 
back to wifotn tra leaf budi from the 
base of the shoot. If thh Is done, your 
Wisteria branches should cover them¬ 
selves with a mass at lovely bloom 
chains next year.

Nar will the dormant buds In foe leaf 
axils be well enough stocked with 
reserve food to guarantee a single 
cluster of blossoms next year. 

The trick here Is to put an end tc this 
gross and uncontrolled growth and give 
the side shoots, in the growing time that 
remains to them, an opportunity to 
mature their sap and to fill the dormant 
buds with plenty of reserve mutrients.

Loud , Wet Slap for Island

Victoria got a foud. soggy 
slap in the face Friday at the 
exact moment it was trying to 
make a good impression. 

The wiexpected arrival of 
thunder, lightning, rain and 
hail had these results: 

• Some 500 Jaycees from 
across Canada — mast of 
them told earlier of Victoria's 
good ctimnfc* and lack of 
darns — found themselves 
plunged into darkness after 
they oat down to hatch. 

• A power failure that 
Included the entire southern 
half of Vancouver Island 


played havoc oath motorists 
in Greater Victoria. 

• Lightning split a tree 
behind the Saanich home of 
Mrs. Kartar Knur Singh. 520 
Whiteside, threw wood splin¬ 
ters that smashed the rear 
windows and skipped along a 
clothesline, burning all the 
ckrthsng tot had' been hung 
out to dry. 

Hail that followed the first 
downpour hit some areas and 
not others. It gave Gordon 
Head an especially hard pelt¬ 
ing: 

While the first loud claps of 
thimder were heard before 


11.30 a.m., the power failure 
didn't occur until 12.18. It 
lasted exactly seven minutes 
in much of Greater Victoria 
and up to another 10 minutes 
at other points between the 
city and Duncan.

Officials at B.C. Hydro 
hadn't tracked the cause by 
Friday evening, but were sure 
the failure was the result of 
lightning striking transmission 
hues.

CAMPBELL RIVER iCPI — A 44-yeamld logger, who 
may have "died" for a moment after touching a high tensi m 
cable which drew sparks from his fingers and elbows, was 
recovering in hospital Friday. 

Doctors at Campbell River Hospital said Ernie Alex¬ 
ander. a former world champion tree climber, suffered 
severe burns. 


Mr. Alexander had just finished tapping a tree here 
last week and was on his way down when his steel-cored 
rope fell across two power lines, each earring 12.500 volts. 

"I remember watching sparks coming out of my finger 
tips and elbows." he recalled from his hospital bed. "1 just 
stood there on this tree and started to shake. I tried to take 
my rope off the power line but I could barely move a muscle.

"The next thing I knew I was being thrown bet I don't 
recall hitting the ground. I must haw been relaxed when I 
fell because I didn't break a bone." 

He got up and walked to a neighbor’s house, where he 
telephoned Fire Chief Bill McIntosh, who rushed him to hos¬ 
pital.

1964. and a month later 
became minister responsible 
for administration of toe Cent¬ 
ral Mortgage and Housing 
Corp. and toe National Hous¬ 
ing Art- 

In 1365 be became minuter 
of citizenship and kamigra- 
tkm and swapped foat port¬ 
folio for the labor ministry in 
1366. one of toe worst years 
for labor strife in Canadian 
history. 

Mr. Nicholson's appointment 
as lieutenant-governor came 
as no surprise- It was widely 
known when he tendered his 
resignation as labor minister 
several weeks ago that he was 
in line for the job.

The Integrity of the 
Roekland Avenue district

Under the proposal, submitted 
some weeks ago by Canon 
Graham B. Baker on behalf of 
the church, the Caroline Mack- 
lem home, an old residence 
which has been used by the 
church for the last 20 years as a j 
home for 24 aged, would be torn! 
down and replaced with a new 1 
home to accommodate 96. 

The new building would have 
been located on the present site 
of the Caroline Macklem hune, 
comprising 2% acres at 1322 
Rockland. 

CENTRAL LOUNGE 

The new structure would have 
conformed to the general char¬ 
acter of the neighborhood in the 
form of three two-storey wings' 
with a central lounge and dining 
area placed on the site in such 
a way aa to take advantage of 
existing land contours and land ! 
scaping. . 1 

The question of rezoning to 
allow multiple dwelling was 
discuaaed by city council earlier 
and referred back to tlie: 
Advisory Planning Commission. 
It was on the recommendation 
j of the same planning body that 
| council Thursday rejected the 
application tor rezoning. 

SECOND REPORT 

Hie second report staled the 
commission felt strongly it 
would be a mistake to reverse 
previous policy which placed the 
area in the highest single-family 
category.
